Paul  (fe  Duluth  limited  esjirees  train 
ha(!  l)e«>n  wrecked  near  Mahtowa.  Wildfire 
could  scarcely  travel  fHster  than  did  this 
dread  report,  aor  could  its  axtent  bec'jme 
moreraanaifiedbyexajigeration.  At  7:30 the 
most  ravenous  seiitnatiun  lover  could  have 
been  gratified  at  alinotit  any  street  corner. 
First  poor  Bill  Thomas  was  tiie  only  one 
who  hud  lost  liiH  life,  but  according  to 
many  gossipe,  within  ashort  time  the  num- 
ber ot  dnad  hail  i.icreneed  to  no  less  than 
ten.

Thf.  train  had  bounded  into  a 
misplaced  switcii,  and  the  engine,  combln'* ' 
l)ai.'i;ii^e  and  smoking  car,  and  the  lir.it  or 
St.  I'rtuI  coach  had  tiirubled  down  a  thirty 
foot  embankment.  it  was  fully  ton  min- 
utta  bvfore  anybody  realized  just  what  had 
happened.  Completely  upset  in  mind 
and  bvidy,  each  passenger  wax  afrakl  to 
move,  and  each  tliought  his  fellow  must  be 
killed.  All  seemed  reuMSurcd  at  about  the 
same  moment,  wd  extricated  themselves 
as  best  they  could  from  their  uncomfort- 
able  positions,  and  the  bond  of  human 
sympathy  taking  possession  M  all,  each 
began  l<;  look  totbe  welfare  or  bis  neighbor.

"Lift  me  up,  1  feel  like  fainting," 
feebly  uttered  tlie  suffering  man,  and  he 
nevHr  spoke  again.  Fireman  Lynch  was 
being  taken  care  of  a  short  distance  behind 
where  ihe  engine  went  down  the  embank- 
ment, ue  havii;;;  jumped  from  the  cab.

A  majority  ol  the  passengers  were  in  the 
rear  or  Minneapolis  coach,  most  of  them 
having  been  driven  from  the  St.  Paul  car 
by  the  disgusting  actions  i>f  a  lew(l(woman, 
who  Was  under  the  influence  of  liijuor. 
This  deplorable  circumstan-'e  proved  a 
blessing  in  disguise,  as  the  Minneapolis  car 
was  the  only  one  which  kept  the  track. 

There  is  great  sorrow  both  in  railroad 
and  busine-^s  ciro'es  at  the  untimely  end  of 
Engineer  Thomas.  He  wa«  known  to  every- 
body and  everybody  liked  hiui.  A  distres- 
sing circumstance  in  connection  with  his 
death  was  that  this  was  to  have  been  his 
last  trip,  ha  having  accumulated  a  band- 
some  competency  and  having  tendered  his 
resignation  a  day  or  two  ago.  The  unfor- 
tunate man  leaves  a  wife  and  adopted 
daughter  iu  St.  P/iul  to  which  city  the  re- 
mains were  taken  last  night.  The  danger- 
ously idiotic  man  who  left  the  switch  open 
is  much  in  demand  nothing  having  been 
seen  of  him  since  the  wreck.  The  fact  that 
Paymaster  C'o'emnn  was  aboard  the  train 
with  $2,500  in  his  possession  has  given 
color  to  a  rumor  that  the  8>sitchman's  ob- 
ject was  robbery,  which  is  too  absurd  to  be

FOR.MS  THK  PUl.NClPAL  TOPIC  OF  DISCUSSION 
AT  THE  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  SESSION 
THIS  MOKKINO.  , 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce held  this  morning  a  long  and  precise 
communication  from  the  projectors  of  the 
Duluth,  Rainy  Lake  ife  Southwestern  road 
was  read,  in  which  they  outlined  their 
piojects  and  prospect*.  The  road  will  run 
from  Duluth  in  a  northwesterly  direction 
striking  the  western  extension'of  the  iron 
belt  and  running  through  the  pine  forest  of 
the  upper  St.  Louis  to  the  southern  bor- 
ders of  Rainy  Lake,  where  an  immense 
body  of  almost  untouched  pine  timber  is 
located;  thence  westerly  through  the  K«l 
Lake  reservation  and  into  Dakota.  The 
co-operation  of  Duluth  and  the  chamber 
was  asked  insomuch  as  to  memorialise 
congress  to  allow  Ihe  road  to  build  through 
the  Bois  Fortes  reservation  at  Nett  Lake,, 
across  unsurveyed  lands  and  Red  Lake 
unceded  lands,  and  to  bridge  the  Red  river. 

The  folKiwing  petition  was  adopted:  "To 
the  congress  of  the  United  States:  There  is 
-a.l:.,  ■  ^f-^,  ;,,,;  ,y  \>g  {jd^J- ••  a  bill  to 
grant  the  Duluth,  Rainy  Lake  &  South- 
western Railway  company  the  right  of  way 
through  the  Bois  Fortes  reservation  and 
the  Red  Lake  and  unceded  Indian  and  uu- 
survtyed  lands  of  the  United  States  in 
Vorthern  Minnesota.  In  the  opinion  of 
your  petitioners  such  a  road  as  that  con- 
tempUited  by  the  D.,  R.  L.  &  S.  W.  would 
be  very  advantageous  and  of  great  com- 
mercial utility,  and  would  open  for  settle- 
ment and  business  enterprises  a  most  de- 
sirable portion  of  the  northern  part  of  the 
state." 

A  committee  of  three,  Messrs.  Cash, 
Wudhaiiis  and  Mitchell  was  appointed  to 
draft  articles  of  association  for  a  cemetery 
association  and  to  make  arrangements  in 
regard  to  a  cemeteiy.  Another  committee, 
tiie  secretary  and  Messrs.  Wadhams  and 
Mitchell  was  appointed  to  draft  a  memor- 
ial to  congress  in  behalf  of  making  Duluth 
a  port  of  entry.  A  communication  was 
received  and  filed  from  the  committee  of 
promotion  of  a  World's  exposition  in  1892 
the  400th  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of 
America.  The  committee  appointed  to 
cor.fer  with  railroad  manager.i  regarding 
rates  between  Duluth  and  Chicago,  was  re- 
quested to  report  at  the  next  meeting. 
An  amendment  to  the  by.laws  was  given 
notice  of,  which  will  aliow  a  permanent 
committee  on  transportation.  Tho  decis- 
ion of  Judge  Sleeper  was  received  and  the 
secretary  will  correspond  with  the  attor- 
ney iu  the  case  i  n  regard  to  an  ajtpeal  to 
the  higher  court.  After  some  other  busi- 
ness the  directors  rose.
